A.C. Campbell, who on March 3.1903 
jegan a sentenceof from 1 to 20 years 
n the Illinois penitentiary atJoilet 
or the killing of Dr. Ben.

The granting of this parole, and 
he pardon that xvill surely follow, 
will prevent Campbell from losing his 
rights of citizenship.
